This 
is a stiff, red clay, resembling very 
much the red clays of the Southern 
Appalachians. No 
white clays are 
anywhere observed, and after careful 
inquiry I am inclined to believe that j PonseB during 1899, $14,849.91. 
they do not exist. 
This opinion is 
substantiated by the fact that the 
rocks are very free from the pure 
feldspars from which such clays are 
derived. 
“The second class of clays are the 
redeposits found in the alluvial playas. 
The latter are the kinds usually em­ 
ployed by the local brickyards, which 
everywhere abound. The bricks man­ 
ufactured are longer, wider and thin­ 
ner than those used in this country, 
and are usually rather friable and 
sandy. The quality could no doubt 
be improved by more careful selection, 
manipulation and firing. These bricks 
are used for construction and for 
sidewalks. 
“Only a few potteries were observed 
upon the island, notably at Ponce. 
The ware manufactured is of the crud­ 
est kind, being a rough, red, unglazed 
jug ware. The quality of the output 
could be immediately improved by a 
little washing and more careful ma­ 
nipulation.” 


Indiana Clay. 
A specimen of the potters' clay taken 
from the deposit on the Vandalia road 
near Coxville, Ind., is pronounced by 
State Geologist Blatcbley to be of finer 
quality than any he has heretofore ex­ 
amined. It is especially adapted for 
heavier articles of crockery.

Instances of remarkably thin men 
are not uncommon, but Claude Am- 
bruise Seurat, who was exhibited ll) 
1825, was such an extraordinary per 
Bo na go that no fewer than 10.000 per­ 
sons visited him in a few W’eeks. Seu­ 
rat was born in 1707 aud was there 
tore 28 years of age when he made hi* 
appearance. 
Astlej t ooper, the famous physician. 
w*as among the throng who poured 
into the building in which Seurat re­ 
ceived those who were anxious to see 
him, and in writing of him he said: 
“Seurat Is without doubt the most 
mysterious being I have encountered. 
His face Is that of an ordinary mon, 
somewhat emaciated perhaps, but not 
remarkably so. 
His eyes Hre bright 
and his voice is pleasing. Seen in the 
ordinary costume of the day. he in no 
way differs from the average foreigner, 
but stripped of his padded clothing he 
presents an astounding spectacle. 
“His arms are mere bones, covered 
by parchmentlike skin and muffle, aud 
flesh be appears to have none. 
Ile Is 
therefore scarcely able to move bis 
arms and legs, and walks, though 
without apparent effort, with extreme 
difficulty. 
On 
measuring 
him 
and 
weighing him I found that bls chest 
measurement was 30% Inches, which 
is fair; that Ids weight was not more 
tImq 4o pounds, the bones being much 
smaller than those of an ordinary man 
of his stature, who might weigh 150 
pounds. 
In appearance, indeed, he so 
much resembled a skeleton that a 
shortsighted person might easily mis 
take him for fine.” 
Seurat’s food consisted of two or 
three ounces of bread and .meat dally 
and sometimes he took a little wine 
He was remarkably Intelligent and 
well read and picked up English rapid 
ly. 
On arriving at' places where he 
was not known he was accustomed to 
walk out in his padded clothes and 
did not attract any particular atteu 
tion. 
He said that until the age of IO 
years he resembled any ordinary boy.

“Material for construction of every 
kind exists upon the island, and is 
utilized with great skill by the inhabi­ 
tants. Brick and tile clays, building 
stone, lime, sand, cement, gypsum and 
paving blocks occur. 
“Porto Rico abounds in clay suita­ 
ble for the making of ordinary build­ 
ing brick and ordinary jug ware. This 
material is of two general classes: 
First, the residual clays of the interior 
mountains, resulting from the break­ 
ing down of the volcanic rocks. This 
is a stiff, red clay, resembling very 
much the red clays of the Southern 
Appalachians. 
No 
white clays are 
anywhere observed, and after careful 
inquiry I am inclined to believe that i 
they do not exist. 
This opinion is 
substantiated by the fact that the 
rocks are very free from the pure 
feldspars from which such clays are 
derived. 
“The second class of clays are the 
redeposits found in the alluvial playas. 
The latter are the kinds usually em­ 
ployed by the local brickyards, which 
everywhere abound. The bricks man­ 
ufactured are longer, wider and thin­ 
ner than those used in this country, 
and are usually 
rather friable and 
sandy. The quality could no doubt 
he improved by more careful selection, 
manipulation and firing. These bricks 
are used for construction and 
for 
sidewalks. 
“Only a few potteries were observed 
upon the island, notably at Ponce. 
The ware manufactured is of the crud­ 
est kind, being a rough, red. unglazed 
Jug ware. The quality of the output 
could be Immediately Improved by a 
little washing and more careful ma­ 
nipulation.”

“The second class of clays are the 
redeposits found in the alluvial playas. 
The latter are the kinds usually em­ 
ployed by the local brickyards, which 
everywhere abound. The bricks man­ 
ufactured are longer, wider and thin­ 
ner than those used in this country, 
and are usually rather friable and 
sandy. The quality could no doubt 
be improved by more careful selection, 
manipulation and firing. These bricks 
are used for construction and for 
sidewalks. 
“Only a few potteries were observed 
upon the island, notably at Ponce. 
The ware manufactured is of the crud­ 
est kind, being a rough, red. unglazed 
jug ware. 
The quality of the output 
could be immediately improved by a 
little washing and more careful ma­ 
nipulation.”
